Lansing, Mich., April 9.—The 
production division of the Olds 
Motor Works is aiming at an out- 
put of 10,500 Oldsmobiles in April, 
and this figure, sales department 
officials say, will still be under 
requirements.

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Britain Backs Down 
gps tee BALDWIN’S recent announcement in Parlia-| 
ment virtually brings to an end the British attempt to 
control by legislation the laws of supply and demand in the 
rubber field, though the actual removal of the Stevenson 
restrictions does not occur until November 1 next. 

When the British experiment was first inaugurated, the 
dangers of the course were The situation was 
peculiarly favorable for the British attempt to stimulate the 
rubber market by these artificial means. British colonies | 
were growing most of the rubber, or, better say, consider- 
ably more than half the world’s total supply. This gave the 
English interests something resembling a corner on this 
necessity of modern life. If any nation ever could hope to 
get a virtual corner on this commodity, England could under 
the conditions that then existed. The danger from the Brit-| 


obvious. 


ish point of view was that rubber cultivation in other terri-|— 


tory, not under English control, would be tremendously | 
stimulated by the increased price of the product. In time| 
this might react and it now may do just that, so that the! 
ultimate state of the British rubber producing colonies would | 
be even worse than their former one. This situation seems! 
now to have developed. This vear more rubber will be mar-| 
keted_by producing countries outside the British empire than 
the English colonies will sell, nor are those colonies likely to 
get back their dominance in the market. 

Just what effect removal of the Stevenson restrictions 
will have on the Firestone plantation project in Liberia and 
on Henry Ford’s Brazilian venture it is impossible to say 
at the moment. Our own guess is that the American rubber 
growing enterprises will continue. They were started with 
the avowed purpose of giving us a supply of rubber not con- 
trolled by Britain. There seems to be no good reason why 
rubber in Liberia should not be grown just as cheaply as it 
can be in the East Indies. Labor should be just as plentiful 
and just as cheap. Brazil is another matter. The labor 
problem there is not so easy of solution, but Henry Ford had 
undoubtedly taken that into consideration before he planned 
his Amazon plantations. 

At any rate the danger of a rubber shortage and con-| 
sequent high prices. has been averted, thanks to conservation 
measures and pooled buying’ by American manufacturers. 
After Great Britain’s experiment in artificial price fixing, no 
other nation is likely to try such a scheme. 


Motor Slums 


N A RECENT speech, C. D. Buck, president of the Asso- 
ciation of Highway Officials of the North Atlantic 
States, called some of our roads “motor slums.” The term 
is extremely descriptive and applies with accuracy to a great 
“many of our roads. ; 

The truth is that our highway planning was carried out 
so long before our present automotive traffic developed that 
a great many,of our important highways are wholly inade- 
quate to perform their obvious task. Roads that were per- 
fectly satisfactory for occasional horse-drawn vehicles 
become slums when double lines of motor vehicles are trav- 
ersing them, with no room for comfort or even for safety. 
Sixteen or eighteen feet of width was quite enough in the old 
days, but double that width would still result in crowded 
traffic on main. highway arteries today. 

It is too late to relocate all our highways, but in rebuild- 
ing we must take modern traffic into consideration and 
increase the width of our roads to give at least partial com- 
fort and safety. That is about all we can hope to do, pend- 
ing the. arrival of our future great super-highways with 100 

deet of width and other safeguards which motor traffic 
really needs.

This plant permits the easy con- 


trol of variables so that one variable | 
only may be studied at a time, thus | 


eliminating most of the difficulties 
surrounding ordinary service tests. 
These experiments are only part 
of the work being conducted by the 
automotive section of the bureau, 
which is made possible by the umique 
laboratory facilities which it pos- 
sesses 

Many varieties of motor fuels are 
being studied, particularly those 
used for aircraft engines. Such 
problems are regarded as of fun- 
damental importance in commer- 
cial and military aviation. 

Automobile brake 
has been studied for several years, 
and a short time ago the bureau’s 


recommendations were incorporated | 


in the standard brake safety code 
published by the Society of Auto- 
motive Engineers 

The standard test for brake lin- 
ings, now used by manufacturers, 
was developed by the bureau and 
blueprints of the testing equipment 
were furnished to those interested 
Some time ago it was estimated 
that this work had increased the 
life of the average brake lining four 
times and had saved $15,000,000 a 
year 

Anti-freezing solutions have also 
been studied and advice furnished 
to motorists concerning the best so- 
lutions to use under various tem- 
perature conditions. Danger of cor- 
rosion, attending the use of certain 
materials, has been pointed out and 
has undoubtedly saved large sums 
in repair bills 

Just now an important co- 
operative investigation of motor 
fuels is in progress. The ultimate 
object is to get the greatest pos- 
sible number of miles per barrel 
of crude oil. This means cheaper 
fuel for the motorist and conser- 
vation of our oil resources. An 
investigation of the anti-knock 
value of fuels is also in progress, 
and the bureau hopes to develop a 
standard test to use in rating this 
characteristic of fuels. 

A new section dealing with fric- 
tion and lubrication was set up in 


the bureau about a year and a half | 


ago and has devoted a great deal of 
time to automobile oils. Assistance 
has been given to many branches 
of the government in selecting the 
proper kind of oil for a given type 
of engine, and it is felt that the 
work will result in better oils for 
the public and less misrepresenta- 
tion of the properties of lubricants.

and it is not believed that these 
will be exceeded. If the schedules 
are adhered to, the first four 
months will have turned out 
1,400,000 passenger cars, with all 
companies still working away to 
reduce the unfilled orders on 
hand. 

Sales personnel is still being 
strengthened and extended, with all 
companies reporting increases in 
the ranks of the dealer organiza- 
tion. This is a curious situation, 
since it is felt that comparatively 
few new dealers are entering the 
field, and most of the names that 
are new on individual rosters are 
old ones on the lists of other or- 
ganizations. 

Applications for dealerships are 
being considered with increasing 
care, and only men with a well- 
established reputation of success- 
ful merchandising—at a profit— 
are being taken on. In some cases 
the applications for dealerships 
outnumber the new dealers an- 

nounced by three to one. In the 
retail field the dealers, , are 
exercising great care in the selec- 
tion of personnel. Training in 
selling the individual car is count- 


confined to the United States alone. 
but is going on in Canada and even 
in.remote districts overseas as well. 

Now that warmer weather has 
apparently made up its mind to 
make something besides a flying 
visit, public interest in the motor 
vehicle continues at high pressure. 
The used car situation is more and 
more nearly serious, with owners 
insisting on a high allowance for 
the used car that they undertake 
to turn in on trades. Demand for 
new cars has stiffened the atti- 
tude of the wisest dealers in this 
connection, but the fact remains 
that a great many dealers, all over 
the country, find themselves with 
more used cars on hand and more 
money tied up in them than is 
altogether comfortable. 

Export Sales Gaining 

Export deliveries, both passenger 
and commercial, are going forward 
in response to a growing demand. 
In spite of the activity of some of 
the European countries in making 
it increasingly hard to market Amer- 
ican cars and trucks in their bor- 
ders, the product is steadily growing 
in market favor overseas. Several 
companies now figure on at least 
25 per cent. of their output being 
sold in the foreign markets, and
